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Fears rise over 327,000 
drinking at danger levels

FIGURES released this week 
suggest 327,000 people across Kent 
are drinking at ‘dangerous levels’ 
while the number being admitted 
to hospital for alcohol related 
issues is on the rise. 

The figure released by Kent 
County Council (KCC), and 
coinciding with Alcohol Awareness 
Week, which concludes on Monday, 
come with a fresh warning that 
many drinking too much are doing 
so without even realising it. 

KCC director for public health, 
Andrew Scott-Clark, said: “People still 
don’t realise how much alcohol they 
are drinking and the harm it is 
causing their health in the short and 
long term. We continue to raise aware¬ 
ness of the recommended drinking 
levels which are to not regularly 
exceed more than 14 units a week. 

“We know that people struggle 
with this measure so consider that 
one pint of strong beer or cider 
equals three units, as does a large 
glass (250ml) of wine. A small 
glass of wine (175ml) amounts to 
two units while a bottle of beer can 
mean 1.5 units but these can all 


vary depending on the alcoholic 
strength of the drink.” 

The number of admissions to our 
hospitals due to alcohol is lower 
than the England rate (529 people 
compared with 651 per 100,000) 
however parts of Kent are causing 
concern with Canterbury, Dartford 
and Gravesham higher or similar 
to the England rate, while the 
number of men being admitted to 
hospital continues to be consider¬ 
ably higher than women. 


A spokesman for KCC said: “In 
Kent, it is believed that more than 
327,000 people are drinking at 
dangerous levels which increase 
their risk of many illnesses and 
conditions and may well lead to 
them dying earlier than they should. 

“This week has focused on knowing 
the risks associated with alcohol such 
as cancer, dementia, depression, 
diabetes and hypertension. 

“Kent hospitals treat approxi¬ 
mately 20,000 cases of alcohol 


related illness and injury a year. 
Alcohol-related issues cost the NHS 
in Kent an estimated £108million 
a year.” 

Mr Scott-Clark added: “Although 
the vast majority of people in Kent 
enjoy drinking alcohol sensibly 
and within recommended 
guidelines, there are many who do 
not realise or are seriously 
under-estimating how much they 
drink and the impact it has on so 
many health conditions.” 


Police complaints dip 
while IPCC admits to 
‘postcode lottery’ fears 


County named in 'coolest 
places to visit' travel guide 


COMPLAINTS about the police are 
down 29 per cent on the previous 
year, new figures have revealed. 

The Independent Police Complaints 
Commission revealed 842 complaints 
were made in the county in 2015/16 
compared with 1,187 in 2014/15. 

But an inconsistency across the 
country as to how complaints are 
handled has raised concerns. 
Currently disputes are solved either 
through a local informal resolution 
of by referral to the IPCC. But rates 
for both vary dramatically. 

In Kent, 59 per cent of cases were 
investigated and a quarter dealt with 
through the local resolution process. 

Nationwide, forces uphold only 19 
per cent of appeals against their own 
local investigations, whereas when 
such appeals come to the IPCC, 41 
per cent are upheld. 

Kent upheld six out of its 33 
investigation appeals - a ratio of 
18 per cent, while the IPCC upheld 
39 per cent of appeals made 
about Kent complaint investigations 


- a total of 26 out of 66. 

Chair of the IPCC Dame Anne 
Owers said: “We know that the police 
complaints system is over-complex 
and over-bureaucratic, and that is 
part of the reason for the inconsist¬ 
encies between forces. It is very 
unlikely that the profile of cases 
among forces varies so widely, so this 
appears to be a postcode lottery.” 

Deputy chief constable Paul 
Brandon said: “We take all complaints 
seriously and encourage people to 
contact us if they are concerned with 
the service they have received. 

“Our control room received more 
than 760,000 calls for police 
assistance from the public in 2015/16, 
and there are many tens of thousands 
of other personal interactions with 
the public each and every day. 

“With the roll out of body worn 
video cameras to all officers it is 
hoped this will help resolve com¬ 
plaints with greater ease, and we will 
see a reduction in the number of 
malicious complaints received.”

Cops hopeful of finally 
solving 19 year mystery 
of missing 54-year-old

A FLURRY of calls into the mysteri¬ 
ous disappearance of a woman 20 
years ago could lead to finally solv¬ 
ing the riddle of what happened to 
her, say police. 

Margaret Coston was last seen 
leaving the former Pembury Hospi¬ 
tal, near Tunbridge Wells, on Febru¬ 
ary 23, 1997. She had been treated 
there as a voluntary inpatient. 

The 54-year-old was reported 
missing by the hospital and was be¬ 
lieved to have left the grounds and 
wandered into nearby woodland, 
prompting the alarm to be raised. 

Despite extensive searches at the 
time, she was never found. 

Earlier this month, police renewed 
its appeal for information on Mrs 
Coston, following a periodic review 
of the case, and are set to conduct 
searches of the woodland using new 
techniques to finally provide answers. 

It is hoped by using the latest 
technology and methods, it could

finally yield a breakthrough. 

Officers leading the operation also 
appealed to those who had known 
Ms Coston to get in touch. 

Speaking this week, police inspec¬ 
tor Ray Quiller, who is involved in the 


investigation, said: “We have had a 
reallv encouraging response to the 
appeal, with a number of people who 
knew Margaret contacting us. 

“It has been a long time since the 
original investigation and so it is im¬ 
portant we reassess any details of 
the original investigation we hold 
with any new information which 
may now arise. 

“Over the coming weeks we will 
be speaking to these people to see if 
there are any new clues, which can 
help us piece together what may 
have happened to Margaret all those 
years ago.” 

Searches of woodland off Ton- 
bridge Road are set to continue dur¬ 
ing the week commencing Novem¬ 
ber 21, when officers from the 
Metropolitan Police will again be as¬ 
sisting the operation by bringing 
with them specialist detection dogs. 

Pembury Hospital was demol¬ 
ished and replaced with the £226 
million Tunbridge Wells Hospital at 
Pembury with work starting in 
2008 and the new hospital opening 
for its first patients in 2011.

We 
took a long, hard vote on it and we 
spoke to the 150 businesses in Deal. 

“At the end of the day it’s getting the 
town’s name out and to be honest Deal 
could do with that, like most small 
towns could. We’re the ‘Deal of the 
moment’.”

MP backs fairer price

PAPERLESS commuting will roll into Kent 
next month as train company Southeastern 
prepares to introduce a new smart card 
payment system. 

The Key becomes live across the local rail 
network from December 5, initially for week¬ 
ly, monthly and annual season tickets, as 
part of a £5.5 million project. 

Posters appeared around the county this 
week, announcing that the blue smart cards 
are ‘coming soon’. 

Images unveiled as part of the campaign 
show each will be personalised with the 
holder’s name and unique passenger number 
printed on the front, while child Keys also 
include a photo on the reverse. 

Passengers will buy tickets online or, out¬ 
side London, from Southeastern ticket vend¬ 
ing machines. 

Tickets are automatically loaded onto the 
Key by tapping it onto a smart card reader at 
their station, either on the automatic ticket 
barriers or on the vending machine. 

Online tickets can be collected two hours 
after purchase, while tickets bought 
from machines will be loaded onto the card 
immediately. 

Southeastern managing director David 


Statham said: “Our passengers will be able 
to unlock the benefits of smart, paperless 
ticketing and speedy, tap-and-go travel. 

“The Key will be easier, quicker, sturdier 
and more secure.” 

The government’s rail minister Paul May¬ 
nard added: “Monday morning queues to 
buy tickets before you board will also be a 
thing of the past. 

“We are making the biggest investment in 
the railways in Britain since Victorian times. 

“By the end of 2018, our aim is for every 


passenger to have the choice of travelling 
without a paper ticket, which could mean 
instead paying with the flick of a card or 
touch of a mobile phone. 

“With technology like this new card we 
are finally bringing rail travel into the 21st 
century.” 

Up to five tickets can be stored on the 
new smart card at any one time - each 
must be bought and loaded separately. 

Unlike Oyster, The Key does not hold 
funds or credit.

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Tories lock horns again over 
Lower Thames Crossing site 



A FRESH war of words has erupted 
between neighbouring MPs over the 
site of the Lower Thames Crossing. 

Gravesham MP Adam Holloway 
told the House of Commons 
proposals for it to be built east of 
Gravesend would leave it as “a 
crossing to nowhere”. 

The Conservative MP argued 
there is a need to separate regional 
from long-range traffic in order to 
alleviate problems at the Dartford 
Crossing. 

He said: “We need, and it is 
perfectly feasible, a long tunnel that 
would start south of the A2 and pop 
out north of the A14, and vice 
versa, to swallow up the traffic. 

“If this money is spent on the 
crossing to nowhere to the east of 
Gravesend, people in Dartford and 
Thurrock will continue to suffer 


appalling pollution, traffic and 
inconvenience for decades.” 

But Dartford MP Gareth Johnson 
said Mr Holloway’s plans would 
involve “funnelling more traffic 
into the Dartford area”. 


He said: “Any road system we put 
in place at the approach to the 
existing Dartford crossing would 
result in at least six years of 
roadworks and would kill the 
Thames Gateway area.” 


Cops receive more than 
100 guns in amnesty call 


POLICE chiefs have revealed 
more than 100 guns have been 
handed in as part of a two-week 
firearms amnesty. 

A total of 104 guns, both 
replica and live, were surren¬ 
dered by weapon holders across 
the county alongside 24 
separate surrenders of live 
ammunition. 

The firearms handed in 
included 29 pistols, 28 shotguns, 
nine revolvers and six rifles. 

The surrender of these 
unwanted items means that 
they can be safely disposed of, 
ruling out the chance of them 
falling into the wrong hands. 

Detective chief superintend¬ 
ent Rob Fordham said: “We are 
very pleased with the response 
this amnesty has received and I 
would like to extend my thanks 
to all those who handed in their 


firearms and ammunition. 

“We are committed to 
making our communities safer 
and removing firearms which 
are no longer wanted elimi¬ 
nates the risk of them falling 
into the wrong hands. 

“Although this two-week 
surrender has now finished, we 
are happy to accept unwanted 
items from weapon-holders at 
all times. If there are firearms 
holders out there who have an 
item they wish to surrender I 
advise them to contact 101 for 
advice, or to arrange collection 
from an officer from Kent Police. 

“The same goes for people in 
possession of replica firearms. 
There is never a good reason to 
be in possession of a replica 
firearm in public, it can place 
holders in a significant amount 
of danger.”

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Secrets of mummy are revealed

S cientists and historians say 
initial scans of an Egyptian 
mummy on display at 
Maidstone Museum have 
revealed a “myriad of fasci¬ 
nating findings”. 

Among them were secrets of an¬ 
cient Egyptians revealed for the first 
time - and the realisation that what 
the museum thought was a mummi¬ 
fied hawk, was in fact the remains 
of a baby. 

The mummy, known as Ta-Kush, 
is believed to be that of a 14-year-old 
girl who died about 2,700 years ago. 

The scans, which have taken place 
at the Kent Institute of Medicine and 
Surgery (KIMS) in Maidstone, were 
given the go-ahead after obtaining a 
grant from the Heritage Lottery Fund. 

“The initial results of Ta-Kush’s 
scan were remarkable,” said Saman¬ 
tha Harris, collections manager at 
Maidstone Museum. “Not only did 
we find evidence of fully erupted wis¬ 
dom teeth to help us identify that her 
age was probably much higher than 
was first thought, but also that there 
was evidence of a wedge fracture in 
one of her vertebrae - a symptom of 
patients suffering a downward im¬ 
pact such as a fall. 

“These findings - as well as others 
we expect to learn once the full scans 


are analysed during work at Liver¬ 
pool John Moores University - have 
helped us learn so much about Ta- 
Kush already, and we can’t wait to 
find out more in the coming months. 

“Among the other items we 
analysed was a piece that had 
initially been classified as A mum¬ 
mified hawk with linen and carton- 
nage, Ptolemaic period (323 BC - 
30BC)’, 

“Following the scans at KIMS Hos¬ 
pital, the remains were in fact re¬ 
vealed to be the mummy of a baby. 
Initial reviews identified the baby to 
be a miscarried around the 20-week 
gestation foetus which, if found to be 
the case, will be one of the youngest 
human mummies recorded any¬ 
where in the world. 

“Thanks to the CT scanning, we 
are able to learn much more about 
the collections in a non-invasive 
way, without damaging the integrity 
or condition of the artefacts. For ex¬ 
ample, without access to the technol¬ 
ogy, identifying and learning about 
the baby mummy would’ve been im¬ 
possible without causing irreversible 
damage from unwrapping.” 

The discovery of the body means 
that Maidstone Museum no longer 
has the only human mummy in 
Kent, but the only two human mum¬ 
mies in the region. Additional re¬ 
search and conservation will be un¬ 
dertaken in order to respect and care

for the baby as a person, maintaining 
the highest standards of ethical re¬ 
sponsibility for the preservation of 
human remains. 

Also scanned was an ancient 
Egyptian ram’s horn plugged with 
mummy linen. Following the CT 
scan, the horn was found to be filled 
with contemporary items from the 
Victorian, or later, era, including a 
chain/necklace, and buttons. The 
reason for this remains a mystery, 


and further research will be under¬ 
taken as to why this might have been 
used as a form of container. 

On-going investigations into the 
life and conservation of Ta-Kush are 
set to be conducted over the course of 
the next few months with Liverpool 
John Moores University analysing 
the scans and creating a facial 
reconstruction. 

Thanks to the lottery funding, and 
with support from the Maidstone Mu¬ 


seums’ Foundation, the Egyptology 
Department at the British 
Museum, the Petrie Museum at Uni¬ 
versity College London, Western On¬ 
tario University and the Egypt Explo¬ 
ration Society, this research will 
uncover the stories behind the 
scanned human and animal remains 
ready for the redisplay of the wider 
Ancient Egyptian and Greek World 
collections, to be unveiled in summer 
2017.

Following a legal challenge, MPs look 
to get a vote ratifying the triggering of 
Article 50 and our exit from the EU. So 
which way will our representatives go?

K ENT’S MPs have suggest¬ 
ed unanimous support 
for Brexit were a vote on 
leaving the European 
Union to manifest itself 
within the House of Commons. 

It comes after a Supreme Court 
judge said this week the EU referen¬ 
dum was not legally binding, ahead 
of the government’s appeal against a 
High Court decision saying parlia¬ 
mentary approval must be sought 
before triggering Article 50. 

While the county’s MPs, all of 
whom are Conservatives, were split 
in the run up to the referendum on 
June 23, they appear to have united 
in wanting to respect the wishes of 
the 17,410,742 members of the elec¬ 
torate who voted to leave. 

Some politicians from Labour, the 
Liberal Democrats and the Scottish 
National Party are expected to rebel, 
but certainly in Kent, it looks as 
though Theresa May’s party line will 
be toed. 

Leave-voting MPs, Gareth Johnson 
for Dartford, Adam Holloway for 
Gravesham, Julian Brazier for Can¬ 


terbury, Craig Mackinlay for South 
Thanet and Gordon Henderson for 
Sittingbourne and Sheppey, unsur¬ 
prisingly, say they would continue to 
vote in favour of triggering Article 
50. 

“Who knows what way the gov¬ 
ernment’s appeal will go but we are 
working on the assumption that they 
may fail,” Mr Mackinlay told KoS. 

“You can argue what you think the 
deal will look like, and I’m confident 
we will be consulted on how that 
comes forward, but ultimately what 
was on that ballot paper was a deci¬ 
sion on whether or not to invoke Ar¬ 
ticle 50 and the people said they 
wanted to leave. 

“The indications are even a lot of 
Labour members would support that 
and we will see how many are brave, 
or frankly, silly enough to go against 
the wishes of their constituents. 

“I think it will all go through be¬ 
fore March.” 

“I will continue to vote for us to 
leave the EU,” Mr Johnson said. 

“It would be an affront to democ¬ 
racy and the will of the people both 
locally in Dartford and across the 
country if I were to do otherwise.” 

Mr Holloway said: “They should do 
what the British people told them to 


do - 65 per cent of my constituents 
voted to leave despite ‘Project Fear’. 

“The sky has yet to fall in, there is 
no emergency budget or cuts to pub¬ 
lic services. 

“We just need to get on and leave 
the EU - those who campaigned to 
Remain shouldn’t rebel against the 
will of their constituents.” 

Mr Brazier said: “I campaigned in 
favour and I don’t think we need an¬ 
other vote before it’s triggered be¬ 
cause we had an overwhelming vote 
in favour of having a referendum in 
the first place. 

“Hypothetically, were there to be 
such a vote, parliament would back it 
overwhelmingly.” 

Mr Henderson added: “I would cer¬ 
tainly vote for it, and I would be sur¬ 
prised if it did not go through fairly 
comfortably. 

“Any MP that votes against it will 
have a very short political career. 

“There will be a minority who will 
rebel, the Lib Dems for example, and 
maybe a handful from Labour and a 
small number of Conservatives, in to¬ 
tal I think it will be more than 100 
but less than 200.” 

Even the most passionate Remain 
campaigners in the county appear to 
have resigned themselves to defeat, 


urging their party to come together 
behind the prime minister and make 
Brexit a success. 

Faversham and Mid Kent’s Helen 
Whately said: “Despite campaigning 
to Remain I would vote to trigger Ar¬ 
ticle 50 because I absolutely respect 
the result people have voted for. 

“What I have noticed while can¬ 
vassing around doorsteps is people 
saying ‘most MPs are on the Remain 
side, they’ll vote against it’. But I 
don’t share that view. 

“While I can’t speak for every col¬ 
league the vast majority I have spo¬ 
ken to will vote in favour, and I think 
it will be an overwhelming majority 
overall. If you voted for a referendum 
you should respect the result but 
there will be some MPs who didn’t 
want a referendum so they may still 
vote against Brexit.” 

Tonbridge’s Tom Tugendhat said 
he would also respect the result, add¬ 
ing: “The referendum result was 
clear and the decision stands. A ma¬ 
jority of people voting decided this 
outcome and it would be wrong to go 
against the democratic process.” 

Damian Collins, MP for Folkestone 
and Hythe who voted to Remain, 
said: “I will vote to support starting 
the Brexit negotiations in March, as 
set out in the timetable given by 
Theresa May. 

“When parliament voted for the ref¬ 
erendum to be held, we were asking 
the British people to decide on wheth¬ 
er or not we should leave the EU. 

“We must respect their wishes.” 

Dover’s Charlie Elphicke added: “I 
wouldn’t like to speak for other peo¬ 
ple on what they should do but I 
would vote for Brexit because it’s very 
clear to see how the people of Dover 
and Deal voted and it’s important for 
us to get on with it and leave the Eu¬ 
ropean Union as soon as possible.” 

Fellow Remainers Sir Roger Gale 
and Helen Grant warned any poten¬ 
tial rebellion from the back benches 
could spark a general election. 

“Whether they like it or not, more 
than 50 per cent of the electorate voted 
to leave,” the Thanet North MP said. 

“I stated my case clearly that to re¬ 
main in a reformed European Union 
would give us economic security. 

“But it has been debated by parlia¬ 
ment already during the Referendum 
Act and there was overwhelming 


support following a very thorough 
debate. 

“If there was a majority vote 
against the prime minister that 
would be an issue of lost confidence 
and a general election would be 
called but I don’t think the turkeys on 
the Labour bench would vote for 
Christmas.I’m confident she will win 
and there won’t be more than 80 or 
100 voting against it.” 

Mrs Grant added: “If Mrs May has 
to legislate then so be it and I will 
vote with her for the triggering of Ar¬ 
ticle 50. It remains a real possibility if 
the PM’s attempts to drive through 
the will of the people are frustrated 
by a defiant few in Westminster, it 
may trigger a general election. 

“Mrs May will then campaign on a 
Brexit manifesto to give her the man¬ 
date she needs to deliver the referen¬ 
dum result and seek a better working 
majority.” 

Ashford MP Damian Green de¬ 
clined to confirm how he would vote, 
saying: “I think we should wait and 
see what happens at the Supreme 
Court first - until then, I don’t think 
politicians should answer hypotheti¬ 
cal questions. 

“I’m a democrat, I campaigned as 
hard as anyone to Remain but I ac¬ 
cept the result of the referendum and 
we are doing our best to make the 
best deal for Britain.” 

Tunbridge Wells’ Greg Clark is in 
the unique position in Kent of having 
a constituency that overall voted to 
Remain, as he did himself. 

Keeping his cards close to his 
chest, he told KoS this week: “The 
British people voted to withdraw 
from Europe. 

“The government is rightly hon¬ 
ouring that decision and Article 50 
will indeed be triggered in due 
course.” 

Tracey Crouch was the only MP 
not to declare which way she was 
voting prior to the election. 

Asked if she would disclose the in¬ 
formation now, she declined: “It’s ir¬ 
relevant. The people have voted for 
Brexit, I would respect that and I 
would suggest the majority of MPs 
would as well.” 

Rehman Chishti, Kelly Tolhurst 
and Sir Michael Fallon were contact¬ 
ed for comment several times by KoS 
this week but failed to respond. 
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Mars mission reaches for stars 


After a flurry of publicity more than a year ago, just 
what happened to the plan to colonise the red planet? 


A FORMER Beckenham lab tech¬ 
nician who has been shortlisted for 
a one-way trip to colonise Mars 
has dismissed accusations the 
controversial mission is doomed 
to failure or simply a publicity 
stunt, writes Adele Couchman. 

Amid a fresh range of interest in 
the red planet, after recent at¬ 
tempts to land a probe on its sur¬ 
face, KoS this week looked to see 
what became of the highly publi¬ 
cised Mars One project - trumpet¬ 
ed in 2012 as being ready to send a 
manned mission into space by 
2022. 

That has subsequently been 
pushed back to 2024 and then fur¬ 
ther still, amid claims it was all an 
elaborate publicity stunt. 

But those who have been short¬ 
listed for the mission say the 
scheme is still very much alive. 

Alison Rigby, 36, is among the 
final 100 candidates for the Mars 
One mission which aims to set up a 
permanent human settlement on 
the planet - with the first crew 
landing by 2027. 

The Dutch organised Mars One 
project has struggled to gain fund¬ 
ing for the estimated £4.8billion 
($6bn) costs but has since an¬ 
nounced it will be listed on the 
Frankfurt Stock Exchange to ena¬ 
ble supporters to ‘own’ part of the 
mission. 

The privately-funded, non-profit 
project initially set to raise some of 
its funds through media exposure 
- although a reality TV deal with 
the maker of Big Brother, Ender- 
mol, to document their progress 
has been shelved. 

But despite criticism from scien¬ 


tists and those in the aerospace in¬ 
dustry of the mission being a 
“scam” - with one study citing the 
colonists will die in 68 days - Miss 
Rigby believes there will be a thriv¬ 
ing civilisation on the red planet 
within a century. 

She told KoS this week: “I have 
always been a scientist at heart. I 
like to know more about our own 
world, so an opportunity to live on 
another planet is one I would defi¬ 
nitely take.” 

Miss Rigby worked in a south¬ 
east London secondary school be¬ 
fore moving from Bromley to Den¬ 
mark earlier this year. 

“Just because it’s something 
new, people automatically assume 
it won’t work. 

“We are talking about compli¬ 
cated systems here and an ex¬ 
tremely harsh environment, 
meaning if anything were to go 
wrong - we wouldn’t have a lot to 
fall back on. 

“Of course I’m terrified. But you 
have to take that risk. It would be 
great to say we made it easier for 
the next people.” 

As one of the last 100 hope¬ 
fuls chosen out of 200,000 
applicants, Miss Rigby 
will be facing further se¬ 
lection rounds which 
will eventually trim the 
remaining candidates 
down to 24. 

They will receive a 
formal full-time em¬ 
ployment offer to 
train for the mission 
to Mars, who will pre¬ 
pare in teams of four. 

Only one team of 


the four members will go on the 
first mission set to depart in 2026, 
with the risky journey set to last 
seven months. 

“My family is not happy - my 
mum thinks Denmark is too far 
away, so Mars is a completely dif¬ 
ferent situation. They’re proud, but 
I think they’re hoping I won’t get to 
the final round of candidates,” she 
said. 

Miss Rigby prepared for the trip 
in 2013 by locking herself in for 
two weeks with her boyfriend to 
see how she would cope with the 
isolation. After failing the first 
round of applications, the former 
lab technician’s partner also hopes 
to make the journey to Mars. 

“He is very proud of me and very 
happy that I am staying on the pro¬ 
gramme. 



“He will 
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we will make it work.” 

She added: “I’m sad I will never 
be able to see my family again. Yet 
I can’t talk to my them where I’m 
living at the moment in Denmma- 
rk, so it will be difficult but it’s not 
impossible. 

“The plan is to be put in groups 
of four where we will train togeth¬ 
er for 10 years. After all that time, 
they will become my family.” 

Former University of Kent stu¬ 
dent Dr Maggie Lieu was also one 
of the five British people who made 
the shortlist of 100 astronauts 
hoping to leave the earth. 

But despite revealing she would 
like to be first woman to have an 
alien baby, the 26-year-old pulled 
out of the project earlier this year. 

“If I could go right now, I would,” 
said Miss Lieu, who has signed a 
disclosure form preventing her re¬ 
vealing why she left the mission. 

“Astronomy has always been a 
passion of mine since a young age, 
and now I am working at the Euro¬ 
pean Space Agency. 

“When Neil Armstrong first 
landed on the Moon, everyone was 
watching and it was a huge step for 
humanity, so it would be great to 
explore something new.” 

She added: “I hope it would be 
something we would be able to 
achieve, and when I met the Mars 
One founder he seemed really en¬ 
thusiastic. 

“It would be a great shame if I 
didn’t go ahead.” 

Yet despite the optimism, Uni¬ 
versity of Kent professor of astron¬ 
omy Michael Smith said the mis¬ 
sion would be “terrible”. 

He explained: “The project 
sounds absurd. Getting humans 
on Mars is a big project - a scale 
larger than anything we have ever 
done. The cost of $6bn can’t be 
enough considering satellites can 


easily cost one or two billion. 

“In order to create a habitable 
place, extract water and grow 
crops, it would take at least anoth¬ 
er 20 or 30 years - and be more 
like $60bn.” 

Speaking of the seven-month 
journey, he added: “Getting there 
wouldn’t be a problem, we got to 
the Moon and people thought that 
would be too far. But I don’t believe 
it can be one way - we can’t just 
leave someone there suffering.” 

And once they’ve landed, the as¬ 
tronomy professor doesn’t believe 
life on Mars would get any better. 

“The lack of atmosphere would 
cause all sorts of problems, like 
skin and internal cancers. Only 
living in a sheltered environment 
could prevent that happening - it 
wouldn’t be very exciting. 

“I think most people will be hap¬ 
py when they are not chosen con¬ 
sidering they will be missing out 
on their entire lives here on this 
planet. 

“And for those that do go, in an¬ 
other ten years they would proba¬ 
bly want to come back.” 

Dutch entrepreneur Bas 
Lansdorp, co-founder of Mars One, 
said the $6bn budget was enough 
for the mission as the project does 
not need a return trip. 

He said: “Our cost figure comes 
from good discussions that we 
have had with established aero¬ 
space companies from around the 
world. 

“They have already been build¬ 
ing systems for the International 
Space Station and for unmanned 
missions to Mars, which are simi¬ 
lar to the ones we need. We are 
very confident that our budget will 
be enough.” 

They refused to elaborate on 
other aspects of the mission when 
pushed by KoS.

Discovery Park 
sale prompts 
fresh focus on 
airport future 

The former Pfizer site in Sandwich has been 
sold in a multi-million pound deal, potentially 
generating the funds to allow Manston Airport 
redevelopment plans to take-off. But opponents 
have waged a fresh war of words as a result

HE row over Manston Airport took 
yet another turn this week after the 
site’s owners sold their other major 
venture in Kent. 

Chris Musgrave and Trevor Cart- 
ner agreed the sale of the Discovery Park busi¬ 
ness estate in Sandwich on Monday night, in 
order to focus their attention on developing 
the Stone Hill Park project on the site of the 
former airport. 

The pair acquired the land in 2012 after 
pharmaceutical giant Pfizer scaled back its op¬ 
eration in the county. 

From a starting point of five companies on 
site and 15 per cent occupancy, Mr Musgrave 
and Mr Cartner have overseen the develop¬ 
ment of Discovery Park into one of Europe’s 
leading science, business and technology 
parks. 

The site now has 65 per cent occupancy and 
is home to more than 150 companies employ¬ 
ing more than 2,400 people across several sec¬ 
tors, with a target to reach 3,000 jobs and 70 
per cent occupancy by the end of 2017. 

Now though, the owners have sold the site 
to investment company Discovery Park 
Estates Ltd - a consortium of around a dozen 
investors. 

It has been trumpeted by many, including 
Kent County Council, as a great success story, 
though some critics say the park has not cre¬ 
ated new jobs, but rather proved an attractive 
destination for businesses to relocate and take 
advantage of its enterprise zone status, reap¬ 
ing benefits such as super-fast broadband. 

A spokesperson comprehensively dismissed 
suggestions, first made 18 months ago, that 
Mr Musgrave and Mr Cartner were in finan¬ 
cial difficulty, and insisted the sale was made 
purely so focus could be turned entirely to the 
Stone Hill Park project. 

Stone Hill Park would see the airport site 
transformed into resident, commercial and 
leisure developments. 

Ray Mallon told KoS: “Trevor and Chris are 
regeneration professionals, they take over sites 
in decline and bring them back around, but 
now it’s time to move on and concentrate on 
Stone Hill Park. 

“There’s only so many hours in a day, you 
can’t afford to be spread thin. 

“Chris and Trevor have no debts at all, full 
stop. Suggestions they do are complete folly 


and nonsensical. Entrepreneurs have to take 
financial risks, that’s the name of the game, 
but on the balance of probability I don’t think 
there is enough of a risk [to discourage the 
owners] here. 

“We are very confident we can get an out¬ 
line planning application to do all this - it’s 
business as usual.” 

Though Discovery Park now has new share¬ 
holders, the existing management team, in¬ 
cluding managing director Paul Barber, fi¬ 
nance director Kevin Howes and leasing 
director Anna Stone, will remain in place to 
support the new owners. 

Mr Barber said: “When the previous inves¬ 
tors acquired the site in 2012 it was always the 
intention that once the business park had 
moved onto a sound footing they would move 
on to new ventures. 

“The success of the site has been such that 
we have reached this stage perhaps a year 
ahead of schedule. 

“The consortium heard about Discovery 
Park, came down and fell in love with the 
place. 

“We never put it on the market, we had a few 
approaches from people we didn’t think were 
appropriate. 

“We wanted people who ‘got it’ and under¬ 
stood it was special, and when we met these 
investors we got the right vibe.” 

Thanet North MP Sir Roger Gale, a long¬ 
time campaigner to restore Manston to avia¬ 
tion use, told KoS he rejected suggestions it 
was another nail in its coffin, and maintained 
faith in American investment firm RiverOak 
submitting a development consent order 
(DCO) for the site. 

The Conservative recently vowed to retire as 
an MP if RiverOak’s plans did not stand up to 
scrutiny, after questions were raised following 
the publication of council-commissioned re¬ 
port by consultants Avia Solutions, which 
concluded airport operations at Manston were 
“very unlikely to be financially viable in the 
longer term and almost certainly not possible 
in the period to 2031”. 

“The so-called Stone Hill Park project is 
blue-sky planning,” Sir Roger said. 

“Chris Wells [Ukip leader of Thanet District 
Council] bought into it and is trying to brow¬ 
beat his local authority and party members to 
sign up to a change in the local plan. 

“That has not gone through due process, it 
has not been transparent but rather meetings 
behind closed doors.

“On the one hand you have a very flimsy 
proposal for alternative development, while 
RiverOak have made it absolutely plain 
they are going for a DCO and intend to 
make a formal submission to the planning 
inspectorate as soon as soon as they 


have assembled the relevant evidence. 

“Chris Wells has said RiverOak never let the 
council see the plans, but that’s because the 
council is not trusted by RiverOak. 

“My only concern is there could come a time 
when RiverOak say they’ve had enough and 


have other fish to fry. I am delighted they have 
stuck with this, they have spent a huge amount 
of money, including £4m on just the DCO 
process. You don’t spend £4m if you are not 
serious.” 

Speaking in response to Sir Roger’s com¬ 


ments, Cllr Wells told KoS: “As and when Riv¬ 
erOak actually produce a single strand of viabil¬ 
ity, I, and anyone else interested in airport 
operations, will be happy to consider it. Until 
then, they remain dreamers. 

“I am not quite sure why trust in the council 
is such an issue when Sir Roger Gale and his 
RiverOak playmates tell us they are going to 
achieve a DCO. 

“Given a DCO requires publicly-visible, front- 
end-loaded plans sooner or later they are going 
to have to reveal their great secret. 

“Until then they cannot expect to be treated 
with any degree of seriousness.” 

RiverOak bosses appear to remain confident, 
despite the developments, with a spokesperson 
saying: “We would like to congratulate the new 
owners of Discovery Park and look forward to 
working closely with them, when Manston reo¬ 
pens as an airport, to create economic opportu¬ 
nity and prosperity for Thanet and the wider 
east Kent region.” 

In another twist, it was also revealed this 
week that City financier Edmund Truell’s inter¬ 
est in trying to reinstate Manston as an airport 
remained. 

Mr Truell, a pensions and investment adviser 
to Boris Johnson during his stint as mayor of 
London, was behind an expression of interest 
made to the council earlier this year to become 
an indemnity partner to launch a compulsory 
purchase order of the site. 

His investment party, backed by sovereign 
wealth, was reportedly going to approach the 
owners and negotiate an offer, with the inten¬ 
tion of investing as much as £150m. 

In an email to a number of big players in the 
Manston saga, seen by KoS, Mr Truell said: “I 
and my infrastructure investment team believe 
that there is a real case for the restoration of air¬ 
port operations at Manston. 

“This is predicated on the assurances we have 
had from Kent County Council and Thanet that 
a fast rail link can be established as well as en¬ 
couragement from the owners that they would

at least consider an airport rather than a mass 
housing project. 

“Recently, I have had significant interest from 
far eastern airlines in operating into Manston 
for long haul flights coming in to the UK in the 
early morning. 

“I would like it put on the record that we are 
very interested in investing in the new 
facilities acquired to create a proper long haul 
destination. 

“We will also ensure that we acquire the in¬ 
terest of the current owners at a fair price and 
have indeed made several proposals to them.” 


Campaigners fighting to get planes flying 
again celebrated the comments. 

Dr Beau Webber, chairman of the Save Man¬ 
ston Association, said: “This makes it very clear 
that Manston can have an aviation future, in 
spite of any opinions in the Avia report, who we 
believe failed to talk with Edi Truell. 

“Given the fact that there is a DCO process un¬ 
derway, SMA believe that the only way this pro¬ 
posal can gain traction is for Edi Truell to join 
the RiverOakDCO process to turn Manston Air¬ 
port into what is known as a nationally signifi¬ 
cant infrastructure project. 

“However this proceeds, it is very important 
proof, with two very rich groups interested in 





running aviation at Manston, for the purposes 
of the Thanet council local plan process, that to 
close off aviation options too soon for Manston 
could be a significant mistake.” 

Sir Roger said it “kicked the bottom out of the 
Avia Solutions report”. 

He added: “What is clear is that there are 
those in addition to RiverOak, at present the 
only players who have stuck with the airport 
project, who believe in contradiction to the 
Wells and Avia line, that the airport is viable.” 

Cllr Wells, who has come under fire for alleg¬ 
edly reneging on a pre-election promise to re¬ 
open Manston as an airport, told KoS: “As the 
person who dealt with Edi Truell following his 
withdrawal from soft market testing, I welcome 
his continued interest and involvement but note 
that he first has to establish an agreement with 
the owners of the site and that it’s clear from his 
comments that he would seem to have no inter¬ 
est in working with RiverOak.” 

However, Mr Mallon told KoS Mr Truell had 
made no offer to buy the site, nor do the owners 
have any intention of selling in the future, and 
played down talk of a “mass housing project”, 
insisting the plans are for a maximum of 2,500 
homes. 

He said: “Mr Truell is a speculator and repre¬ 


sentatives of Stone Hill Park met with him this 
year out of courtesy, as we have done with vari¬ 
ous other speculators. 

“We informed Mr Truell of the extensive work 
that has been carried out analysing possible 
futures for this site and the clear conclusion 
from past history, independent studies and 
industry experts alike that an airport is not 
viable. 

“Mr Truell did invite Stone Hill Park to be¬ 
come partners with him in developing an 
airport. 

“Stone Hill Park rejected this because the site 
is not viable as an airport and anyone who in¬ 
vested in such a scheme - whether it was their 
own cash or other people’s pensions - would 
lose their money. 

“If Mr Truell really believes an airport is via¬ 
ble he should have produced the evidence dur¬ 
ing either of the two CPO procedures or for the 
recent Avia report. 

“The fact that he did not suggests his specula¬ 
tion would not bear up to public scrutiny.” 

Speaking to the Supporters of Manston Air¬ 
port campaign group, which has been in con¬ 
tact with Mr Truell for more than a year, he re¬ 
sponded to Mr Mahon’s comments, saying: “As 
for being a ‘speculator’ I am better known as a 
long term pension investor. 

“In my role as adviser on pensions and invest¬ 
ments and as chairman of the Strategic Invest¬ 
ment Advisory Board, I was asked to investigate 
the acquisition of Manston Airport and the co¬ 
ordination of investment to develop the airfield 
into a commercial venture. 

“This I have patiently attempted in a non par¬ 
tisan manner, until it became clear that the 
present owners are determined to turn it into a 
housing estate and have no intention of reopen¬ 
ing it as an airport. 

“Within our group, we have fostered the An¬ 
nuity Infrastructure Club and the team there 
have made some $68 billion of infrastructure 
investments, including 14 airports across the 
world. 

“Not exactly ‘speculation’”.

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Brizzi ‘evil and 
calculating’ as he 
is found guilty 

Stefano Brizzi starts what is likely to be a long jail term 
for the murder and disposal of a Dartford police officer. 
WARNING: Graphic detail is included in this report 


A FAN of TV drama 
Breaking Bad fan 
who strangled a po¬ 
lice officer during a 
bondage sex session 
and tried to dispose of the body in 
an acid bath was this week con¬ 
victed of murder. 

Stefano Brizzi, 50, admitted he 
was inspired by his favourite TV 
series as he tried to get away with 
killing 59-year-old PC Gordon 
Semple, from Greenhithe near 
Dartford, by dissolving his flesh. 

Following an Old Bailey trial, 
the former Morgan Stanley IT de¬ 
veloper was found guilty of mur¬ 
der by a majority of 10 to two after 
the jury had deliberated for more 
than 30 hours. 

Brizzi, who gave no reaction as 
the jury delivered its verdict, will 
be sentenced on December 9. 

The court heard how the de¬ 
fendant met his victim on gay dat¬ 
ing app Grindr and arranged a 
“hot dirty sleazy session” at his 
flat near London’s Tate Modern 
gallery on April 1. 

According to Brizzi, PC Semple 


died when a dog leash he had been 
wearing as part of a sex game 
slipped. 

But a pathologist concluded 
that while strangulation was a 
possible cause of death, it would 
have taken minutes rather than 
moments, as the defendant had 
claimed. 

In the days after the killing, 
crystal meth addict Brizzi was 
caught on CCTV buying buckets, 
a perforated metal sheet and 
cleaning products from a DIY 
store. He then set about dismem-

PC Gordon Semple, pictured 
right, enjoyed a comfortable 
home life, spending evenings 
watching television with his 
long-term partner or socialis¬ 
ing in their local pub. 

But it seems that alongside 
his “happy-go-lucky” 
appearance, the officer 
harboured dark sexual 
fantasies which ended in 
tragedy inside the flat of 
sadomasochist Stefano Brizzi. 

PC Semple, 59, was 
originally from Inverness 
before joining the Metropoli¬ 
tan Police, where he served 
for 30 years. 

At the time of his death, PC 
Semple was stationed at 
Westminster City Hall in 
Victoria as part of an anti¬ 
social behaviour team working 
closely with the council. 

The Old Bailey heard that 
the officer was “promiscuous” 
and had cheated on Gary 
Meeks, his partner of 25 years. 

PC Semple’s friend Jeff 
Green described him as a 
“lovely good man”. 

He said: “Outside work, we 



were good drinking partners. 
We were buddies. He became a 
friend of the family for many 
years. He was just a mate really.’ ’ 
None of PC Semple’s family 
attended court to hear of the 
harrowing and grisly details 
of his death and subsequent 
dismemberment. But follow¬ 
ing his missing person 
appeal, his brother Ronnie 
thanked people for their “kind 
thoughts” on behalf of the 
family. 


bering the body and stripping the 
flesh. 

Meanwhile, PC Semple’s long¬ 
term partner Gary Meeks raised 
the alarm and reported him miss¬ 
ing when he failed to return to 
their home. 

Neighbours complained about 
the stench coming from Brizzi’s 
flat and eventually called police 
who came across the grisly sight 
of “globules” of flesh floating in 
the bath, bags containing bones 
and a part of PC Semple’s head, 
and pools of human fat in the 
oven. 

Brizzi, who was wearing pink 
underpants and sunglasses, was 
arrested as officers realised the 
enormity of what they had found. 

The court heard there was evi¬ 
dence in the kitchen that Brizzi 
had chopped up the Inverness- 
born officer with a variety of uten¬ 
sils and may have even used chop¬ 
sticks to eat morsels of cooked 
meat. 

Following his arrest, Brizzi ad¬ 
mitted killing and trying to dis¬ 
solve the body of a policeman be¬ 
cause “Satan told me to”. 

During the killing, he said he 
had turned away a man on his 
doorstep who had arrived for a sex 
party organised on Grindr. 

Brizzi said: “I was right in the 
middle of strangling Gordon and I 
said to him ‘Look, this is not the 
right time now, people are falling 
ill and it’s a mess’.” 

The Italian also told police that 
he had “chucked” some of PC Sem¬ 
ple’s body into the Thames and 
thrown away his police badge and 
belongings. 

A human foot was later found 
by a member of Thames Mudlark 
Club near Bermondsey Wall. 

The court heard that Brizzi was 
addicted to crystal meth, which 
had cost him his job at financial 
giant Morgan Stanley. 

He had gone to Crystal Meth

Anonymous meetings, but upset 
people by wearing a Breaking Bad 
T-shirt as the show “glorified” the 
drug. 

In his home, police found a 
mask and dog leash with PC Sem¬ 
ple’s DNA on it as well as a copy of 
the Satanic Bible. 

Giving evidence, Brizzi, who 
has HIV, told jurors of the difficul¬ 
ties of being a gay man brought up 
in a religious Italian family. The 
youngest of three siblings, his 
Tuscan father was a civil servant 
and his uncle was a Catholic 
priest. 

He had earlier admitted a 
charge of obstructing a coroner by 
disposing of the body. PC Semple’s 
brain and other internal organs 
have never been found. 

PC Semple’s family said in a 
statement: “Gordon was a loyal 
and much loved long term part¬ 
ner, brother, brother in law, uncle, 
cousin and friend to all. 

“We were devastated when the 
news broke of Gordon’s murder 
and the circumstances which are 
still incredibly hard to deal with. It 
is still insurmountably upsetting. 

“At Gordon’s funeral we met 
many of his friends and work col¬ 
leagues - we were proud to hear 
how fondly they thought of 
Gordon.” 

Malcolm McHaffie, deputy chief 
crown prosecutor, said: “Stefano 
Brizzi is an evil and calculating 
man who intentionally killed Gor¬ 
don Semple and then made grue¬ 
some attempts to dispose of his 
body. 

“He cynically lied to the court 
and the jury claiming that Mr 
Semple’s tragic death was caused 
when a sex game went horribly 
wrong and that he had taken 
drugs which caused him to try to 
cover up the death. 

“This was all fabricated by Briz¬ 
zi to evade justice.”

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Mum-of-two beats the odds 
in 100km trek across Sahara 


Told she would never be able to walk 
again, Luisa Pearce refuses to give up

T WO years ago, Luisa 
Pearce was told she would 
never walk again. Now she 
is waiting to see if she has 
set a new world record for 
the fastest crossing of the Sahara 
Desert. 

And she managed the remarkable 
feat in a wheelchair - and when that 
broke, hobbled across the finish line 
on crutches. 

The mother-of-two, from Staple- 
hurst, flew back into the country af¬ 
ter her remarkable achievement last 
Sunday, and this week was reflecting 
on the 100km trek and how far she 
had come since routine wrist surgery 
went wrong and she woke up para¬ 
lysed on her left side. 

Speaking to KoS about the trip, 
which involved her crawling up the 
highest sand dune in Morocco, the 
former special needs teacher said: 
“The trip was about showing how dis¬ 
ability is not inability. 

“There were certainly high and low 


moments where I was freezing cold 
and soaking wet. There were parts of 
the trek where I couldn’t use my 
wheelchair, and I had people holding 
my arms where I had to climb. 

“The best moment was sitting on 
top of Erg Zahar watching the sun set 
with my son Christian next to me, 
who was really proud.” 

The 47-year-old helped raise thou¬ 
sands of pounds for her charity Free¬ 
dom for Wheels as part of the charity 
trek. 

She added: “I wanted to show to 
disabled people that with the right 
support behind you, you can achieve 
anything.” 

Despite the devastating news she 
received after her operation she was 
able to train for eight hours a week in 
preparation for the trek - which in¬ 
volved going to the gym and practis¬ 
ing using her wheelchair on Camber 
Sands beach in East Sussex. 

A self-confessed adrenaline junkie, 
Mrs Pearce decided she needed a new 
challenge after she was unable to go 
ahead with a climb to Mount Kili¬ 
manjaro she planned before her wrist 
operation. 


“I’ve always been adventurous, but 
when you become disabled so many 
things are taken away from you. 
Wheels and sand do not go together, 
but I wanted to prove everyone 
wrong,” she said. 

Arriving back in the UK last Sun¬ 
day, the challenge lasted for seven 
days with Mrs Pearce and her 18 
strong team enduring 40 degree 
heat, sandstorms, thunder and light¬ 
ning and sub temperatures at night. 

“There were no toilets, showers or 
washing facilities and we had to put 
the tent up in the pitch black,” she re¬ 
calls. “My wheelchair was battered 
going through the desert, so eventu¬ 


ally I had to use my crutches. 

“Without working as a team we 
would have never made it through.” 

Mrs Pearce was left paralysed from 
the knee down in one leg and lost the 
use of her left hand after surgery on 
her wrist in 2014. 

It is thought she suffered from an 
autoimmune disorder, leading her 
body to attack healthy tissue, but the 
cause continues to baffle doctors. 

“When I woke up from my surgery, 
I knew something wasn’t quite right,” 
explained the former special needs 
teacher. 

“Five weeks later I was paralysed 
down the left side of my body. 



“I’ve still had no diagnosis and 
have seen over 26 consultants. I’m 
not the sort of person to lie down 
and accept things and I will keep 
fighting.” 

But her recovery earlier this year 
saw her begin using crutches - defy¬ 
ing the doctors who believed she 
would never walk. 

Among those who joined Mrs Peace 
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on the Sahara Desert challenge was 
her physiotherapist Richard Kendall 
and members of the David Lloyd 
Kings Hill gym in West Mailing who 
helped with her recovery. 

Mr Kendall, 31, has been working 
with Mrs Pearce numerous times a 
week after she became paralysed. 

He said: “It was tough but it was 
amazing. What we achieved as a 



team was unbelievable and I can’t 
praise Luisa enough for how she 
bounced back everyday during the trek. 

“It was harder for her physically as 
she changed from the wheelchair to 
her crutches, and at the end of the trip 
her hands were wrapped up like box¬ 
ing gloves with all the blisters and 
sores.” 

He added: “The first year after the 


surgery Luisa wasn’t able to walk and 
was restricted to her wheelchair. A 
lot of people would have just accept¬ 
ed, but Luisa has fought and has giv¬ 
en herself a choice to walk. At the 
gym I rarely see her in her wheel¬ 
chair, which is so rewarding to see. 

“She has managed to get to that 
point to show she can achieve and 
prove to disabled people you can do

what you want to do with the right 
support behind you. 

“Getting to the top of that sand 
dune was really emotional and it’s a 
moment I will never forget.” 

Mrs Pearce’s son Christian Brooks, 
who is studying his A levels at Cran- 
brook School, said: “A few weeks after 
the operation, mum thought she 
couldn’t be trapped and needed to do 
something. 

“I could never feel more proud as 
her son and I can’t put into words 
what an inspirational human being 
she is. 

“When we reached the exact top of 
Erg Zahar, mum just collapsed into 
emotion.” 

So far, the seven-day challenge has 
raised £25,000 - half of the £50,000 
target which will go towards Free¬ 
dom for Wheels, a charity Mrs Pearce 


set up to help people in Kent cope 
with the cost of mobility equipment. 

She said: “I knew I wanted to raise 
money for a charity so I thought I 
needed to come up with a crazy idea. 

“Specialist equipment is extremely 
expensive, and when you’re disabled 
you’re basically told to stay indoors 
until you can afford a wheelchair. 

“I was in a fortunate enough posi¬ 
tion where I could afford my equip¬ 
ment, but the devastation of those 
who can’t must be huge.” 

She added: “I’ve been incredibly 
lucky to have an inspirational team 
behind my rehab that has allowed 
me to achieve the impossible and 
wish to offer, through this charity, 
the same opportunities and experi¬ 
ences to others.”

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Farage: Ill fly the flag 
with Donald Trump 

South east MEP Nigel Farage has been jostling for position 
to be the go-between for Theresa May and the president-elect

N IGEL Farage has accused 
Downing Street of allow¬ 
ing “petty party politics” 
to get in the way of the 
national interest, after 
he was given the cold shoulder over his 
offer to act as a go-between with US 
president-elect Donald Trump. 

Number 10 dismissed suggestions 
this week that the Ukip leader, who 
lives in Westerham, might become 
the “third person” in the relationship 
between Mr Trump and prime minis¬ 
ter Theresa May, insisting the gov¬ 
ernment already has “well-estab¬ 
lished” channels of communication. 

Mr Farage scored a huge political 
coup in becoming the first British 
politician to meet Mr Trump after his 
election victory when he flew to New 
York last weekend, and said he was 
ready to play a “constructive” role in 
fostering close UK relations with the 
new regime at the White House. 

But Mrs May’s official spokeswom¬ 
an pointed out the prime minister has 


already had a phone conversation 
with Mr Trump, in which he invited 
her to visit Washington at the earliest 
opportunity and voiced his hopes of 
striking up a relationship comparable 
to that between Ronald Reagan and 
Margaret Thatcher. 

“The president-elect talked about 
enjoying the same relationship Rea¬ 
gan and Thatcher did,” said the 
spokeswoman. “I don’t remember 
there being any third person in that 
relationship.” 

In response, Mr Farage said: “It just 
amazes me that those ghastly little 
apparatchiks that work in Downing 
Street put out statements like this. It 
just goes to show they are not really 
interested in the country or the na¬ 
tional interest, they are more con¬ 
cerned about petty party politics and 
trying to keep me out of everything. 

“If you think of America in terms of 
a business and think of them as a cli¬ 
ent we want to do business with. 
What would you do? You would use 
the person who has the connections. 
Nobody in this administration in the 
UK has any connections with the 
Trump team at all, and yet they are 


prepared on behalf of the country to 
cut off their noses to spite their faces.” 

Mr Farage, who spent around an 
hour with the president-elect in his 
Trump Tower home in New York, 
said he had only gone to the US to 
meet “old friends” in the politician’s 
team and did not expect to meet Mr 
Trump himself. 

However, he was quick to ensure a 
photograph of the two smiling broad¬ 
ly was released. Mr Farage had ap¬ 
peared at a campaign rally for Mr 
Trump in the campaign which led to 
his remarkable victory against Hil¬ 
lary Clinton earlier this month. 

However, Conservative former de¬ 
fence minister Sir Gerald Howarth 
said it was “not sensible” to ignore Mr 
Farage, and the May administration 
should “think out of the box” about 
their relations with Washington. 

“If Nigel Farage is well-connected 
with Donald Trump - as it would ap¬ 
pear that he is - then we should cer¬ 
tainly be talking to him,” Sir Gerald 
said. “I am not suggesting a formal 
role for him but I certainly do think it 
is worth talking to him.” 

Pressed over whether Mrs May saw 


a role for Mr Farage, the PM’s official 
spokeswoman said: “We have estab¬ 
lished routes of engagement with the 
president-elect and his team. Our 
diplomatic staff have been building 
those contacts and links in the 
run-up to the election. Relations be¬ 


tween the two teams are working well.” 

And she brushed off suggestions 
that ministers could be briefed by Mr 
Farage on his meeting. She said: “It 
seems to me that there are pretty 
widespread reports of his visit to 
Trump, so I’m not sure they need to

FORMER Ukip MEP Janice 
Atkinson, now serving as an 
independent, writes for KoS on 
her experience in New York as 
Donald Trump romped to 
victory in the election: 

I witnessed at first hand the 
hysteria from the establishment 
trying to stop a Trump victory; 
trying to subvert democracy the 
will of the people. 

Even right wing Fox News 
anchor women were in meltdown, 
the rest of the liberal media were 
in mourning. 

Do you see the parallels 
between our US cousins and the 
Brexit vote? 

Next year there will be a seismic 
shift in European politics. Watch 
the same hysteria over Marine Le 
Pen, Geert Wilders and the 
Alternative fur Deutschland in 
Germany. And the same ‘populist’ 
parties (read: people are voting for 
us instead of the old parties) are 
seeing a surge in votes in Sweden, 
Denmark, Italy and in Hungary 
and Poland the populists have 
already taken control. You should 
see the hate and vitriolic outpour¬ 
ings from the EU elite. 

Right and left politics is no longer 
relevant. Blue collar workers voted 
Trump, the first time since they 
voted for Reagan, another man 
who wasn’t a politician and spoke 
their language. 

So what now for that special 
relationship between the UK and 
the US? 



On the night of the election I was 
in Trump Tower, in the apartment 
below Trump’s, with one of 
his advisors and a number of 
supporters. 

The advisor said that it will be 
the UK prime minister who will be 
first on the phone to congratulate 
Donald, won’t it? 

Of course, I replied, we now 
have a man in the White House 
who believes in that special 
relationship, not someone who told 
us to vote to stay in the EU and 
threatened us economically if we 
didn’t. 

However, disappointingly, that 
did not happen until two days after 
the election. 


That is the most shocking part of 
all. British Conservatives always 
had a reciprocal relationship with 
the Republican party, yet Mrs May 
snubbed the president elect. 

Let’s hope he has a forgiving 
nature as we need to be at the front 
of the queue for a free trade 
agreement, not stalled because of 
her lack of diplomacy. 

She should be clearing her diary 
and jumping on Airforce May 
straight out to the US to repair the 
damage. 

One of the big issues in the 
election was immigration. 

I had official meetings with the 
vice president of the National 
Border Control Patrol Council who 
was excited by the prospect of a 
Trump presidency. 

Whilst the liberal left wring their 
hands about the 10 million illegal 
immigrants (and we thought we 
had problems), I was told the true 
figure is double that. 

That’s 20m jobs, 20m people 
needing homes, most of them 
working illegally and not paying 
taxes. 

Donald doesn’t need to build a 
wall, he just needs a reinforced 
fence that is patrolled properly. 

Brexit and The Donald have 
bolstered the working classes, 
they know they’re not alone and 
more people will 'come out’ in the 
forthcoming European elections to 
march to the populists’ tune and I 
for one am having a post Brexit 
democracy ball.

C OMMUTERS are normally 
just grateful to get a seat. 
But on Thursday morning 
dozens were treated to lux¬ 
ury when a rail firm 
swapped their regular carriages for a 
first class experience. 

Travellers arriving in Ashford to 
catch the 7am London service found 
many offered an upgrade by South¬ 
eastern and got to ride in a vintage 
Belmond British Pullman train on 
platform six. 

Travel firm Belmond said it laid on 
the service to remind people “just 
how wonderful train travel can be”. 

After taking their seats in the spa¬ 
cious carriages, some of which date 
back to the 1920s, the passengers 
were served a three-course breakfast 
and entertained by a vocal harmony 
group. 

The train, the sister of the Venice 
Simplon-Orient Express, is normally 
used to whisk leisure travellers away 
on trips to historic cities, major sport¬ 
ing fixtures and special events, such 
as afternoon tea hosted by TV’s Mary 
Berry. 

But Belmond chartered it to treat 
commuters on a 90-minute journey 
passing through Charing, Maidstone, 
Otford and Swanley to London 
Victoria. 

There was a lively atmosphere on 
board as passengers made the most of 
the experience, with conditions vast¬ 


ly different from those on many regu¬ 
lar rush-hour services. 

Latest Department for Transport 
figures show that 30 per cent of trav¬ 
ellers were forced to stand because 
there were not enough seats on trains 
in and out of Victoria during the 
morning rush-hour on a typical au¬ 
tumn weekday last year - up from 25 
per cent in 2011. 

The travellers who took the special 


train from Ashford International 
were a combination of people recruit¬ 
ed on the day and those who had reg¬ 
istered for a surprise journey after 
seeing a social media campaign run 
by Belmond. 

Tamsin Crook, 41, was among 
those who arrived at Ashford expect¬ 
ing to catch her usual train to work. 

“I turn up every day, stand in the 


same spot and wait for the same 
train,” she said. 

“The standard experience is fight 
for a seat and then put your head 
down and read. Here it’s like some¬ 
thing out of an amazing film. It’s opu¬ 
lent. It feels like we’re going on holi¬ 
day, not to work.” 

She added: “It’s a once-in-a-lifetime 
chance.”

W HEN it comes to 

getting dressed up 
for a wedding, 
there are so many 
‘rules’ to follow 

that most end up being a sea of men 
in boring grey suits and women in 
humdrum floral frocks.

TV chef Marcus Wareing talks about his book Marcus At Home and cooking with his children 


HETHER you’ve 
watched him on Mas- 
terChef, Great British 
Menu, or in one of his 
three restaurants, it’s 
a word you’d definitely use to describe 
him. And he wouldn’t disagree. 

“I am serious,” says the 46-year- 
old. “I’m serious because I need to 
take my job seriously, and because 
there is a lot at stake. I take every¬ 
thing I do seriously, but I also now 
enjoy a lot more and am a little more 
open-minded.” 

It’s perhaps this new, (slightly) 
more relaxed persona that has 
brought about his latest release, Mar¬ 
cus At Home, which is fit to burst 
with recipes that very normal folk 
can try their hand at. And it’s all been 


inspired by family cooking. 

“I love watching my family enjoy 
food that we’ve made together and 
my wife makes a brilliant lasagne,” 
says the father-of-three, who’s mar¬ 
ried to Jane, 45. 

“I think now, because the children 
are more aware of food and are trying 
more, we as a family are starting to 
diverge into bigger flavours, spicier 
food, and just a lot more variety. The 
kids are not so young any more - they 
love their food and are growing up. 
It’s really challenged me to do some¬ 
thing I’ve never done before, which is 
focus on food at home.” 

Wareing - who describes himself as 
“driven, precise and friendly” - is a lot 
more easygoing than you might im¬ 
agine. He’s perfectly polished (his

shirt is impeccably ironed and his 
beard is as neatly shaved as you’d ex¬ 
pect his Parmesan to be), but calm 
and keen to put me at ease. 

“When I think of ‘home’, it’s all 
about the kitchen, the family, laugh¬ 
ing and arguing,” says the chef, who 
hails from Southport, but now resides 
in Wimbledon (he recommends a deli 
there called Bayley And Sage, if you’re 
ever in the area, for the “best fresh 
fruit and produce”). 

And now the kids are growing up, 
cooking together is something that’s 
happening more often. 

It can be hell at times, but it is most¬ 
ly fun,” he says, eyes twinkling and a 
smile spreading across his face. 
“What annoys me about cooking 
with children - even though I do love 


it - is the mess. 

Jess always wants to cook cakes, 
Archie will get involved in cookery 
with his mum and he makes a mean 
salad sandwich. But Jake is all about 
fry-ups, and he hates cleaning up.” 

Don’t we all? Though I can imagine 
this is one Michelin-starred chef who 
won’t stand for anyone not clearing 
up after themselves, even if they are 
his children.

It must be time to visit Barcelona 


A new Barcelona hotel promises a central location 
at an affordable price - plus a plunge pool and 
champagne! SUSAN GRIFFIN finds out more. 



G rey rain clouds 

looming ominously 
wouldn’t normally 
present the ideal 
scenario for a short 
city break in 

Barcelona. But fortunately for 
us, they were merely part of the 
striking design of our room at 
Room Mate Anna hotel. 

The Room Mate Hotels’ brand 
was launched in 2005 by CEO 
Kike Sarasola after an 
unsatisfactory trip to New York 
with husband Carlos Marrero. 

“We couldn’t find a hotel in the 
centre...(so) we spent a lot of 
money on a hotel far away,” he 
explains. So, he decided to open a 
new hotel chain, offering 
everything he wanted. “A hotel in 
a good location in the heart of 
the city, original and bold design, 
reasonable price, exceptional 


service and not flooded with 
extras...” 

11 years on, there are 23 Room 
Mate hotels in cities including 
New York, Miami, Mexico City, 
Florence, Istanbul and Milan, 
with eight upcoming openings, 
including two more in Barcelona 
next year. 

“Room Mate Hotels is for those 
who want to stay in the centre of 
a city, see the sights, walk the 
grand streets and breathe in the 
life and spirit of the place,” says 
Sarasola. 

Room Mate Anna, opened this 
summer, has 81 rooms. The 
airport bus, which takes about 35 
minutes, terminates in the grand 
Placa de Catalunya, and it only 
took my boyfriend and me 10 
minutes to get there along 
Passeig de Gracia, which is lined 
with cafes and designer stores. 


We dropped our bags off and 
headed, via corridors adorned 
with fish-themed black 
wallpaper, for the rooftop plunge 
pool, enjoying a glass of bubbles 
on striped monochrome seating. 
There’s a quiet sun terrace with 
beanbag beds; the perfect place 
to wind down after sightseeing. 

And Barcelona is all about the 
sights. Buy a book of 10 travel 


tickets for 10 euros (there’s a 
metro stop just outside the hotel) 
and travel to Gaudi’s incredible 
Park Guell, and the whimsical 
amusement park on Tibidabo 
mountain, which can be reached 
via a funicular and offers 
glorious panoramic views. 

Barcelona is made for walking 
though, and we enjoyed a 
20-minute amble from the hotel 


to the Sagrada Familia, the 
staggering cathedral, yet to be 
completed 134 years after work 
commenced. 

Afterwards we ate a three 
course meal at unassuming La 
Repanocha restaurant on Carrer 
del Bruc - paella, salmon, and a 
drink cost just under 10 euros 
each. 

The afternoon was spent on the 
beach (the closest metro is 
Barceloneta), where we floated in 
the warm, clear sea and watched 
paddle boarders and canoeists. 

Back at the hotel, it was 
wonderful to watch the sun set 
over Casa Batllo, Gaudi’s fairy 
tale-like masterpiece, from our 
balcony. 

For dinner, we avoided La 
Rambla, the city’s pricey main 
avenue, and visited the cavernous 
Les Tapes on Placa Regomir 
where I enjoyed the most 
succulent chorizo I’ve ever 
tasted, for under 13 euros.

N UMBERS plus nostalgia are working 
wonders for FIAT. 

Having scored with its modern-day 
take on the classic ‘Nuova’ 500 
(1957-75) small car, the Italian giant has taken 
the retro road again by re-creating the 124 
Spider (1979-1982). 

And pragmatically so, partnering with Mazda 
to re-work the Japanese marque’s MX-5 - the 
world’s best known roadster. 

The result is two cars with their own distinct 
personalities, while sharing the best of the latest 
Mazda, and suggesting Ford boobed when it had a 
major holding in Mazda and owned Jaguar, yet 
failed to create a successor to the legendary E-Type. 

FIAT’s ‘nuova’ Spider (from £19,545) echoes 
the gorgeous lines of the Pininfarina-designed 
original and is more grown-up looking than the 
comparatively spiky MX-5. 

Bonnet power bulges, a marginally bigger 
boot, plus smarter seats and trimming add to 
that feeling, though FIAT has sensibly carried 
over the Mazda’s well-sorted dashboard and 
controls, and the bulletproof one-touch retract¬ 
able roof. 

The FIAT also feels less raw, with better 
sound-deadening and a suppler ride, but the 
powertrain is the major difference in driving: the 
MX-5’s 1.5 and 2.0-litre engines are non-aspirat- 
ed, while the Spider’s is FIAT’s acclaimed 1.4 


turbo in MOPS (138bhp) as tested, and 170PS 
(168bhp) formats - the latter also powers a 
flagship Abarth 124 Spider, with uprated 
brakes and suspension. 

The turbo gives the FIAT even better low end 
response than the 2.0-litre MX-5 and arguably 
the better drive, with less need to work the 
gearbox, while still benefitting from the host 


car’s excellent balance and direct steering. 

Our car was loaned by Northgate FIAT in 
Canterbury where brand sales manager Mike 
Dutto said: “Customers were excited well ahead 
of launch, with some ordering the car unseen 
and undriven. Some remember the original 
Spider, others just love the new car for itself— 
and competitive pricing.” 
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ALL NEW

It revealed the cheapest match day 
ticket of £ 12 to watch the Gills in ac¬ 
tion at Priestfield was the cheapest in 
League One and that its £25 family 
tickets, which admit two adults and 
two under-18s into League One fix¬ 
tures and is available for both home 
and away fans, is the best value ticket 
of its kind across the Premier League 
and EFL. 

It calculated the cheapest cost of 
buying a ticket, cup of tea and pie was 
£20.80 - again the best value in 
League One. 

Gillingham chairman Paul Scally 
said: “Community clubs like Gilling¬ 
ham are the heart and soul of foot¬ 
ball, the backbone of the English 
game. 

“We are working hard to dispel the 
idea that professional football is a 
sport only accessible by watching tel¬ 
evision. 

“I think our ticket prices are good 
value for money. Our pricing is al¬ 
ways aimed at attracting new follow¬ 
ers, and we engage with our support¬ 
ers constantly to make the matchday 
experience as good as possible when 
they do come.”
